A Magnetic Separator.

Among the nmmerous magnetic sepa-
rators one of the most remarkable is
that for the extraction of irom from the
sea sand.

The machine consists of a
cylinder, whose surface is composed of
electro-magnets, revolving on the inside
of an endless canvas belt.
